WIRELESS CONSTRUCTION

Madison—To minimize, the danger? 


from radio antennas, the Industria 
commission announced Thursday tha.t 
it has included in the news state elec 
trical code a provision governing in 
stallation of wireless sets. 


The code provides that antennas 


outside of buildings shall not cross 
over or under electric light or power 
wires of any circuit of more than 250 
volts. They must he constructed and 
installed 
in a. strong 
and durable 


manner and be so located as to pre 
vent 
accidental 
contact with light 


-and power wires by sagging and rip 
ping. 


According to the industrial com- 


mission a number of fatalities have 
already taken place dte to careless- 
ness on the part of amateurs install 
ing radio antennas over electric light 
wires.

It took me about 
four years to learn that the wheat in the bin is 
not necessarily very good—and I learned a lot in 
those four years. 


Here is a bachelor, of all people, telling us how, 


to prepare wheat to eat. Listen to the man go on:

recommend something I find equally effective as a 
provenme of constipation and much simpler.

farmer or feed store, dry it out in a pan or can on 
the back of the stoic, nick it clean of chaff, and 
grind it m an ordinary coffee or spice mill, not too 
tine.

Eat a generous dish ol 


it two or three times a day. with milk or cream 
and sugar, or adding fruit su--h as apples stewed in 
quarters or berries of anv kind, and you have some- 
tiling worth eating:''

WAR MEDICAL SECRETS 


REVEALED 


London—Many 
men are 
walking 


about alive and well to this day, who, 
by all ordinary medical theories, should 
be long dead and buried says the Ex- 
press. 


This fact is revealed in one of the 


volumes of "The Official History of 
the War," published yesterday. The 
book is meant for the doctors. It deals 
with tho surgical work in France and 
the other fighting fronts during hos- 
tilities, but it contains, hidden among 
its 
medical 
cases and descriptions, 


much that is of supreme interest to 
the laymen. 


Instances are given of wonderful 


operations on the heart, and cures of 
casualties which were at first sight 
fatal. 


A trooper, wounded by a bullet, rode 


several miles to a dressing station and 
collapsed. 
An X-ray photograph of 


the man showed the bullet in the. in- 
terior border of the heart. The patient 
lived for two months in that condition. 
Then he was operated on. An opening 
was made, and the bullet removed by 
a pair of forceps 
from the extrem- 


ity of the heart. 
This manipulation 


caused little distress to the heart, and 
the pulso only failed momentarily. 


A man was admitted to hospital aft- 


er receiving a shrapnel ball wound. 
The ball was embedded in the wall 
of the left ventricle, and it was re- 
moved with a scoop. The cavity was 
treated with pure carbolic acid. 
The 


patient soon recovered. 


A soldier with a. large wound in the 


chest showed that he had a tear in 
the membrane surrounding the heart, 
and also a wound in the heart itself. 
This wound wa.= carefully stitched with 
catgut On a curved needli*. the needle 
being entered half an inch from the 
edges of the wound. 
The operation 


was successful. 


It is obvious from these surgical 


records that the popular idea, that 
"a bullet in the heart" means death 
is wrong. 
One soldier whose heart 


wa.s 
penetrated through by a bullet 


from a rifle placed against his chest 
lived for a considerable time. 


A section of the book deals with 


blood transfusion. 
H was discovered 


to be possible to store live blood and 
to use it as occasion made necessary. 
The blood was drawn from willing 
donors during times of inactivity and 
kept 
for use 
during rush periods. 


The giving of blood to a sorely-strick- 
en man thus made more demands on 
an overworked surgical staff than the 
giving of a simple saline infusion, 
and a far greater number of patients 
could be treated than under ordinary 
direct transfusion from one person to 
another. 


The blood taken for emergency was 


stored in ice boxes and the corpuscles 
preserved. 
This stored blood had to 


be heated to body warmth before be- 
ing administewxl. No ill effects were 
observed from the use. of preserved 
blood corpuscles except in one, des- 
perate case.
